In German Marks 


American Soldiers On Rhine Better 
Paid Than City Officials. 

The. pay of a second lieutenant in 
the American army on the Rhine is 
equivalent at present rates: of ex- 
change to that of Marshal Foch. 

This may explain in part why the 
American army of 15,000 men costs 
Germany more than 80,000 French 
troops in‘the Mayence zone, It ac- 
counts also for the exaggerated state- 
ment from German g6ources that 
America’s fighting force cost Ger- 
many more than all the allied armies 
of occupation. ; 

Marshal Foch'’s salary is 33,000 
francs. A second lieutenant in the 
American forces in Germany receives 
$2,120 a year, which extra allotments 
bring up to about $2,300. At the rate 
of exchange of 13 francs and a half 
to the dollar, the second lieutenant 
draws about 33,350 francs a year, 

The buck private receives $36 a 
month; a corporal $51.80; a sergeant 
$63; and a technical sergeant $74.20. 

The French poilu at Mayence has 
to be content with 75 centimes a day; 
a corporal receives 90 centimes; and 
a sergeant two francs, 

With the rate of exchange about 60 
to 65 marks to the dollar, the Amer- 
ican soldier in Germany draws a 
larger salary than many of the high 
German city officials.
